HENRY STANLEY 


THE CONGO FREE STATE.

“When I finally reached Europe, in Jan- | 
nary, 1878,” gays Stanley, ‘'slowly recov. | 
ering from the effects of famine and fatigue | 
endured on that long journey, little did I; 
imagine that beforo the close of the year I | 
should be preparing for another expedition | 
for the banks of that river on which we had | 
suffered to greatly; but at Marseilles, as] de- 
scended frotn the express just arrived from 
Italy, two commissioners from the king of, 
the Belgians, Leopold I], met me, and before 
I was two hours older I was made aware that 
King Leopold intended to undertake to do 
something substantial in Africa, aud tiat [ 
was expected to assist him.” ‘ 

Stanley was invited to Brussels. A ecor- 
poration entitled the Committee for Study 
of the Upper Congo was organize) with an 
immediate subscription of $100,000, which 
was intended to bo used in opening that por- 
tion of the country through which flowed 
the upper Congo to the trade of the world. 
The society later was merged with and be 
eame known as the African International 
association. This association had a de{inite 
object, the erection of a line of stations from 
the Atlantic coast to the interior, principally 
for the benefit of travelers. 

fn August, 1879, Stanley was at the mouth 
of Banana point with bis flotida, which had 
been built for him in England. There were 
six boats, all driven by steam, the largest of 
which was La Belgique, 65 feet: long and 11 
fect beam. The En Avant and Royal, re 
spectively 45 and 30 feet long, were used 
especially on the expedition np the river, 
Tho smaliest of the boats was a screw launeh, 
M4 feet long, called La Joune Africuiue, 

On the 2ilst of August the flotilla started 
up tho river, andon the 26th of September 
established the first station at Vivi. From 
Vivi, where begin the lower rapids, to Isan- 
gula above Yellula falls, a distancsof fifty- 
two miles, Stanley was obliced to build a 
rovd over whieh to baul his boats A larze

THE EMIN BEV RELIEF EXPEDITION, 


ROUTE TO EMIN BEY'S NELIEP,

Emin Bey, the governor of the equatorial 
provinces of Africa, who is known in Ger- 
many as Dr. Schnitzler, that being his fam- | 
ily name, is a native of Austria, He was 
born at Oppelu in 1840, and studied medicine 
in Breslau, Berlin and Koenigsburg. In 1868 
he became asurgeon in the Turkish army. 
He was attached to the suite of Midhat 
Pasha, and when that minister lost the sul- | 
tan’s favor Emin was obliged to leave Con- | 
stantinople, He went to Suakim, on the Red 
sea, and from there made his way to Kbar- 
toum, where he met Gordon Pasha. This 
was in 1876. Gordon made hitn surgeon in | 
chief, and found him vagiable in deal- | 
ing with and managing the natives. | 


Emin was o natural linguist, and soon 
became — versed in several of the 
African dialects, He was intrusted with ins 


portant missions to the kings of Uganda and 
Onvoro, end finally was sent to the equa- 
torial provinees to be governor, with the ti- 


tloof “bey.” Ile soon stopped the slave raids 


whieh hud devastated the territory and sue- 
ceeded tn securing peace and safety to its 
inbdabitants, 

Inthe spring of 1352 Emin Bey went to 
Khartoum to consult with Gordon in rela- 
tion tothe war with Fl Mabdi, Gordon, dis- 

 pusted with the ineflicient suppert he had re 
i ceived from tho English government, bad 
thrown up bis conunamd. Emin was in- 
structed to return to his province and defend 
himself a3 bost he eould. Soon after he was 
shut off from commnu cication with the world,

Visible Stars. | 
The total number of stars one can see will 
depend very largely upon the clearness of the 
atmosphere antl the keenness of the eye. 
There are an the whole celestial sphere about 
6,000 stars visible to an ordinarily good eye. 
Of these, however, we can never see more 
thana fraction at any one time, because a 
half of the sphere is always below the hori- 
zon, If we could see a star in the horizon as 
easily as inthe zenith, a half of the whole 
number, or 3,000, would be visible on any 
clear night. But stars near the horizon are 
seen through so great a thickness of atmos 
phere as greatly to obscure their light, and 
only the brightest anes can there be seen, As 
aresultof this obscuration, it is not likely 
that more than 2,000 stars can ever be taken 
in at a single view by any ordinary eye. 
About 2,000 other stars are so near the South 
pole that they never rise in our latitudea 
Hence, out of 6,000 supposed to be visible, | 
only 4,000 ever come within the range of our | 
vision, unless we make a jonrney toward the 
equator, | 
As tolescopic power is increased we still | 
find stars of fainter and fainter light. But | 
the number cannot go on increasing forever + 
in the same ratio as with the brighter magni-— 
tudes, because if itdid the whole sky would 
bea blaze of starlight, If telescopes with 
powers far exceeding our present ones were 
nade, they would no doubt show new stars 
of the twentieth and twenty-first, ete,, mag- | 
nitudes, But it is hishly probable that the | 
number of such successive orders of stars | 
would not increase in the same ratio asis ob- | 
served in the eighth, ninth and teuth magni-
